Graysiake Woman, Worrying 

Over Lodge Shortage, 

Commits Suicide 



HONESTY NOT QUESTIONED 



Mrs. DesJardin, In Dying Statement, Says 

She Did^Not Spend Money Intrusted 

ta Her Care as Treasuer 



Graysiake was stirred from one end 
to the other Thursday evening: of Inst 
week when It became known that Mrs. 
Myrtle Des Jardin had committed sui- 
cide, money mlaslng from funds en- 
trusted to her care beinji; the cause of 
the act 

The money was stolen from the house 
I did not spend It for myself' was the 
woman's dying statement. 

In the lodfse and social life of the 
place Mr. and Mrs. Des Jardin were al- 
ways prominent, and for several years 
she had held the position of treasurer 
of the Mystic Workers and secretary 
of the Royal Neighbors of America. 

Some time ago one of the ofRcers of 
the Mystic Workers' called upon Mrs. 
Des Jardin for her books, which were 
to be audited. , She did not give them , 
to him andniade an excuse that she had 
some work to do upon them before she 
could turn them over to the auditing 
committee. 

The books, of the Royal Neighbors 
had been audited July 9 and were found 
to be correct. But delay in transfer- 
ring the cash to the treasurer caused 
a misunderstanding and there was com- 
xnen among the villagers. 

There was no suspicion against Mrs. 
Des Jardin's honesty among the Grays- 
lake people t)uc a story went the rounds 
whichpHnally reached the husband. 
When he went home Thursday and in- 
terrogated her his^ wife U said to have 
assured him that her accounts were all 
right. Later, It is believed, she let 
him understand that a discrepancy ex- 
isted, for he left the bouse and went 
down town for the purpose of raising 
funds. He later turned over $50 to the 
Royal Neighbors' society^ 

While alone in the house Mrs. Des 
Jardin swallowed rat poison and she 
was found in agony about 8 o'clock 
that nIghL A physician was summon- 
ed and administered emetics, and It was 
believed the poison was expelled from 
her stomach. However it is thought 
the frantic woman crazed by the fear 
of disgrace obtained more of the poison 
for a half hour later she was seized 
with pain and died shortly after nine 
o'clock. » 

Mrs. Des Janlin Is said to have been 
a quiet, unassuming woman, In no way 
extravagant, and the people of Grays- 
lake cannot believe she misappropriat- 
ed the money Intrusted to her keeping. 
They are equally as puzzled by the un- 
fortunate woman's dying statement 
that the money had been stolen. Her 
whispered words were the first inkling 
that a theft had been committed and 
her ante-mortem statement was al- 
most as great a surprise to thevillagera 
OS the first rumors of the shortage. 

According to one member of the 
Mystic Workers' lodge, an amount be- 
tween $150 and $175 Is unaccounted for. 
The shortage In the Royal Neighbors' 
fund Is said to be $44. This latter was 
made good b,v the husband. 

The most puzzling feature of the sui- 
cide mystery la Mrs. Des Jardin's fail- 
ure to have reported the robbery that 
finally caused her to take her life, rath- 
er than face the suspicious glances of 
the village gossipora. 

The Inquest was held at Graysiake 
by Coroner Taylor of LibertyvUle, and 
the jury returned a simple verdict that 
Mrs. Des Jardin had committed suicide 
by swallowing rat poison. 

No mention of the lodge affaias wos 
heard in the testimony or Included In 
theverdlct.

The fact that Mrs. Van Patten No. 1, 
Mrs. Van Patten No 2, and Mrs. Van 
Patten No. 3, lived and died in the 
Van Patten home at Lake Villa is not 
the least discouraglrg to the bride, 
whose plans were for her immediate ar- 
rival at the Van Patten home after the 
ceremony. They planned no wedding 
trip but went at once to the scene of 
the aged man's three former honey- 
moons—his old home. 

Van Patten Is a lively chap, despite 
his age and for a long time has bsen 
paving attentions to Miss Johnson. 
The latter thinks nothing of morrying 
a man so far her senior because she has 
grown to love him greotly. VanPatten 
has two married daughters one, 55; and 
the other 60 years of age. The present 
Mrs. VanPatten declares she will be as 
good a mother to them as If she were 
their elder. An interesting thing about 
the wedding Is that Miss Johnson's 
father's sister was VanPatten's third 
wife.

WORKS AT 

LAKE POREST 

One of the moat daring robberies 
committed In this county in some time 
took place at Lake Forest' Wednesday 
when a man who gave the name of 
Fred M, Bell, cashed a check on the 
Lake Forest State Bank for $55 and 
then attempted to cash another check 
on the National Bank of Lake Forest 
for $210, but who escaped when the 
cashier became suspicious and told him 
that he would have to look into the 
matter before he cashed the check. The 
Lake Forest police have an excellent 
description of the fellow and hope to 
be able to apprehend him. 

Bell appeared in Lake Forest' Tues- 
day and pretended that he was a retir- 
ed soldier and had a letter which was 
addressed to the adjutant general In 
which he asked for copies of his dis- 
charge papers which he professed to 
have lost. He went to a Lake Forest 
notary public by the name, of of Spldell 
and got him to acknowledge his signa- 
ture although afterwards it developed 
that his sole reason was to get a sam- 
ple of Spidell's hand-writing. 

Wednesday ihe appeared with a check 
on the German Minneapolis bank made 
out to John Stevens and signed bv him- 
self. On the back of the check appear- 
ed the name of Mr. Spldell saying that 
the check wos *'0. K.*' Needlpss to 
say thai the name of Spldell had been 
fotiged, Bell having had an opportunity 
to copy the signature from the name 
which Spldell had signed on his letter 
of the day before, -The check was for 
$55. Mr. Spidell, besides being a notary 
public, is a prominent citizen and a 
bank ofTicial and his signature went as 
undisputed proof that the check was 
all right 

Bell then went to the National bank 
with a check for $210 but the cashier 
was susplclqua and told him that he was 
going to call up Spidell and verify the 
signature.

Board of Supervisors Met on 

Wednesday to Set Value 

on Land at Fox Lake 



WILL OUST "SQUATTERS" 



Chicago People Who Have Built Cottages 

and Taken Possession of *'Made" 
Land, Must Vacate 



The Lake County Board of Supervis- 
have made arrangements to go to Fox 
Lake this week to look Into the swamp' 
lands matter and (o see that "squatt- 
ers" from Chicago, who have taken 
possession of a "made" Island In Plsta- 
kee bay are ousted from the land. 

The swamp land matter is one that 
has caused anytm^untof controversy 
for some little time due to the fact 
that the board has been anable to get 
a fair price for the land which people in 
the vicinity wish to purchase. 'There 
is a .large amount of this low land to 
which the county holds title and as 
there have been many opportunities to 
dispose of it the board wishes to deBn- 
itely settle what the land Is worth. 

Years ago large tracts of this swamp 
land were sold for as low as Sl.OO and 
$1.25 an acre. The owners proceeded 
to nil in the land and as a result the 
value has been Increased to one hun- 
dred dollars an acre, the profit being, 
about ten thousand per cent. 

The board of supervisors do not wish 
to dispose of any more of the land at 
such a ridiculously low figure and for 
this reason they will determine just 
what the land really is worth. The 
property owners whose land abutts on 
this swamp land will be given tlie first 
opportunity to buy additional land and 
If there Is .any left It will be sold to 
the others who have put in a bid for it 

Another matter that has given the 
board considerable trouble is the island 
in Pistakee bay. It was formed by the 
deposits of sand and earth which were 
taken when the canal between Fox and 
Long lakes was excavated. Hardly 
had the island been formed when 
"squatters" from Chicago took up 
their abode on U, building a little 
cottage. 

There might not have been so much 
objection to this land had there not 
been complaints that the people who 
occupy the island have one continual 
revelry from morning until late at 
night which it is said, is quite annoying 
to the resorters who occuppy cottages 
on the mainland, scarcely one hundred 
feet away. A complaint was made to 
the board last year and the "squatters" 
were ordered to leave the island. This 
they refused to do and still occupy it 
this year. The board Intends to ace 
tnat Its order is carried out

BROKE IT OPEN WITH AXE 



Money Belonged to Polish Cadets Society 

of Which Joe Cylewski of North 

Chicago Was Treasi/rer 



One of the boldest robberies that 
ever has taken place In this vicinity oc- 
curred at North Chicago Monday night 
when robbers entered the boarding 
house at Fourteenth street near Com- 
monwealth avenue, North Chicago, and 
cairried away a trunk containing be- 
tween $800 and $1,000 held in trust by 
Josaph Gylewsky, employed at the 
Hardware Foundrv, who is treasurer 
of the Polish Cadets of North Chicago. 

After removing the trunk from the 
bouse the robbers took it to an apple 
orchard about five blocks away and 
there broke it open by means of an 
axe. It was fnnnd Tuesday morning 
by John Walzak whose home Is. near 
the orchard. 

Gylewsky is sai^ to have been a man 
who did not place much confidence in 
banks and for this reason kept all the 
funds intrusted to him as treasurer of 
the Polish Cadets in a trnnk in his 
room. Some one evidently learned the 
secret which led to the robbery. 
. ,When Gylewski awoke the first thing 
he noticed was that the trunk was 
gone. He could not believe his* eyes 
but a,closer search convinced him that 
there could be no doubt about the 
matter. 

About the same time Walzak noticed 
the trunk In the rear of his home and 
making an investigation discovered the 
name of the owner upon the coyer. 

He at once called Gylewski up on 
the phone and Informed him of the mat- 
ter. The owner hurried to the scene 
and found that sure enough, it was his 
trunk; The contents, including valu- 
able papers, etc., were all scattered 
about the ground, the robbers, evident- 
ly having thrown them out in their 
search for the money which they found 
in the bottom of the trunk. 

There were several boarders In the 
house with Gylewski, but it is said that 
nhne of them are suspected of having 
committed the crime. The North Chi- 
cago police had received no report up to 
an early hour Lnd the facts were given 
out by people MvTng in the vicinity of 
the boarding house. There seems to 
be not the slightest question about the 
matter, although it is hard to say why 
the police were not notified.

Madden went to Lake Villa sometime 
ago where he was seeking his health. 
At the time it was reported there th^t 
he was dying and that his chances for 
ultimately returning to the head of his 
labor work in Chicago were very 
slight 

At the time he denied that he was 
real sick, saying he was merely taking 
a rest 

Madden was married in Waukegan a 
few years ago and his marriage was 
kept ^ secret for sometime.

Peoria Judge Puterbaugh Makes Ruling In 
Woodman Matter. 

Judge Leslie Puterbaugh of the dis- 
trict court of Peoria has made a de- 
cision regarding the insurgent movo- 
mt'nt in this state. The decision effects 
the rights of a camp to use its funds to 
light the head officers. The following 
relating to the matter Is taken from 
the Peoria Herald-Transcript: 

Judge Puterbaugh ruled that the by- 
laws of the organization contained no 
clause which could be constructed to 
allow the majority of the members to 
pay out sums from the general fund to 
fight the ofilcers of the head camp. 
The minority members of the camp 
who had partaken in the levy which 
raised the general fund, have certain 
rights, he claims.t which could not be 
voted away by the majority. To divert 
the moneys of the camp, therefore, as 
proposed by the majority was found to 
be in direct violation of the fraternal 
powers of the order. 

In each of the local camps of the 
order, as well as In most of the camps 
throughout the state there is a little 
coterie of members who are not in 
favor of the insurgent movement 
against the raise in rates proposed by 
the head camp of the order. It will be 
possible for any standpat member In 
each lodge to prevent his camp from 
contributing to the campaign fund of 
the insurgent movement by rushing 
into court and filing a petition for in- 
junction.

THE RECORD 

The amount of-the delinquent tax 
sale this year was $23,867.27, the larg- 
est that it has been in many years, 
possibly in the ■ history of the county.

IS INVESTIGATING.

JurUt Telegrnphs Resignation to PrcB* 
Ident While Last Witnesses Wait 
to Testify In Impeachment Proceed- 
infls— Preiident to Await Letter.' 



SentUe, . ■U'nsh,, July 2L— United 
States district court Judge Cornelius 
H, Hanford, wlioso conduct on tlie 
bench liaa boon under InvcfltlKation 
for nearly n month by a subcommittee 
of the house judiciary committee, tole- 
eraphcd on Monday Inst his reslgna- 
tlon to President Taft. 

The Imponchment .proccedlnga 
against the Judge were the direct out- 
growth of a decision rendered by him 
last spring declaring, forfeited the 
naturalization papers of a rcaldont of 
this city named Olsson because of his 
Socialistic views. Hanford based his 
nctlon on the ground that Olsson had 
docelvcd thci court and that his rad- 
ical opinions constituted a menace to 
the Institutions of the country. 

The Impeachment resolution was In- 
troduced In the house by Heprescnta- 
" tlve Victor Bergcr of Milwaukee and 
on its adoption a subcommittee head- 
ed by Jamea M. Graham of lUInoIa 
vf&a appointed to conduct an investi- 
gation In this city. 

In the hearings wltnessea testified 
that Judge Hanford had been seen 
repeatedly In on Intoxicated condition 
on the bench and In the streets; that 
tbo Judge manipulated receivership 
cases to the advantage of a favored 
appointee; that he had sought favors 
of the Northern Pacific Railroad com- 
pany whllo that corporation was a 
litigant In his court and that, after he 
, had been given an option on certain 
lands by the Xorthern Pacific, he ren- 
dered a decision favoring the company 
In a tax suit. 

The Judge was accused also of hav- 
ing a part in the wrecking of a bual- 
nesB firm which was brought Into hia 
court on a claim of creditors. In 
connection with this particular case 
the name of Richard A. Balllnger, 
former secretary of the Interior, was 
mentioned In the hearings. 

"When the committee met hero Mon- 
day It was believed the last oral testi- 
mony would be presented before night 
and the committeemen be ready to 
begin consideration of the maSs of 
documentary evidence already In the 
record. 

Whllo the rango of subjects to be 
considered was not known. It was 
thought probable the trial of Charles 
T, Munday and those of the other 
Alaska coal land operators would be 
Investigated- 

To a question put by a reporter as 
to whether the resignation of the 
judge would relieve the committee 
from further duty; the chairman de- 
clined to answer. 

Washington. July 24.— President 
Taft will take no action In connection

Declares Check for $10,000 From Su- 
gar Corporation Was Returned 
to the Donor. 

Washington, July 20.— When Alton 
B. Parker ran for president In 1904, 
tho- Democratic campaign fund con- 
tained about $1,OOU,000, said W. F. 
Sheehan of New York, who testified 
Thursday before the senate commit- 
tee investigating campaign funds. Mr. 
Shcehun was then chairman of tho 
Democratic national executive' com- 
mittee. Money was sent by tlie com- 
mittee, he' Bald, to Maine, Colorado 
and Nebraska. 

The witness declared the commit- 
tee made a rule at tho beginning of 
the campaign to accept no money from 
any trust. 

"There was $10,000 contributed," be- 
gan Jlr. Sheehan, "by the American 
Sugar Refining company— not by Mr. 
Havemeyer — to . the state committee. 
Before the check was cashed we heard 
about It and It was returned." 

Washington, July 19.— Postmaster 
General Frank H. Hitchcock on 
Wednesday told tho senate committee 
Investigating campaign contributions 
of 1904 and 1908 that the records of 
the funds used In President Taft's 
election, as filed at Albany, N. Y.. 
were correct. 

Mr. Hitchcock said the total collect- 
ed through various agencies of the 
committee In 190S was $1,655,518.27. 
Of this amount $020,150 was collected 
in various states and handled by the 
state committees. 

No contribution was received from 
a corporation, Mr. Hitchcock said, be- 
cause congress had Just passed a law 
prohibiting it.

Critical Sickness is Causing the Grav-

Tokyo, July 23.— The critical Illness 
of Mutsuhlto, emperor of Japan, Is 
causing the gravest anxiety. The 
court physicians Sunday pronounced 
tho case acute nephritis with alarm- 
ing symptoms of uremic poisoning. 

The empress, who has been in al- 
most constant attendance since the 
acute attack occurred, remained at his 
majesty's bedside. 

His majesty Is nearly sixty years 
of age. The change for the worse 
came suddenly Friday evening. In the 
midst of a conversation with the em- 
press tho emperor suffered n sudden 
collapse and the court doctors were 
summoned. Crown Prince Yoshlhite, 
who Is convalescing from chlckenpox, 
has so far recovered that he will be 
allowed to visit his father.

. Mexico, July 23.— In an attack by 
Zapatistas Sunday on a passenger 
train between this city and Cuernav- 
aca, Moreloa, more than sixty persona 
wero killed and many wounded. 

The Zapatistas, who are said to have 
numbered 500, placed a mine under 
tho railroad track, which exploded as 
tho locomotlvo passed over It. The 
overturned engine hardly had settled 
when tho Zapatistas sprang up from 
all sides and poured a murderous Are 
Into the train. 

First the object of their attack was 
a second-class coach In which wero 
riding a federal military escort with 
a captain and two lieutenants. The 
federals got out of the cor as quickly 
as possible and answered tho fire of 
tho assailants, but their efforts were 
futile. All of the command, with the 
exception of five who were wounded 
and two who escaped, wero killed. 

Thirty passengers , In the second- 
class coaches were killed and many 
wounded. In the first-class coach no 
one was killed. Ono was dangerously 
wounded and may die. The conductor, 
an American named Aller, la not ex- 
pected to live. After the train had 
been swept by their fire and few of 
thte passengers or crew not killed or 
wounded, the Zapatistas rushed on 
their stricken victims and began kill- 
ing the wounded. 

After Backing the express and bag- 
gage cars, the rebels poured oil on the 
cars and, putting tho bodies of the 
dead on them, sel firo to the train. 
When tho relief train arrived there 
was nothing but Jebrls and a few per- 
sons, most of whom were hurt, to tell 
the tale. 

San Antonio, Tei.. July 23. — Emlllo 
Vasquez Gomez, for a short time pro- 
visional president of Mexico, was ar- 
rested here Saturday night by secret 
service ofllcers. Francisco Guzman, 
Gomez* private secretary, and Dr. P.

This la tlio time of year when con- 
slderablo anxiety Is felt In all tho 
northern agricultural districts ns to 
tho probable outcomo of tho growlnff 
crops.

Thero ore, and 
have boon, districts that have experi- 
enced tho vagaries of tho weather, 
tho samo as In districts touth of tho 
boundary lino between tho two coun- 
tries, but these nro only such aa nro 
to be expected In any agricultural. 
country. Tho past has proven that 
tho agricultural possibilities of this 
portion of Canada are probably moro 
attractive In every way than moat 
countries where grain raising la tho 
chief Industry. Tho present year 
promises to bo ovnn bettor than past 
years, and In a month or six weeks 
it Is felt thero will bo produced tho 
evidence that warrants tho enthusl- 
aam of tho present. Then these ^reat 
broad acres will have tho ripened, 
wheat, oata, barley and flax, and tho 
farmer, who haa been looking forward; 
to making his last payment on his 
big farm will bo satisfied. At tho tlmo 
of writing, all crops give tho prom- 
ise of reaching tho most sanguine cx- 
pGCtationa. 

In tho central portion of Alberta, 
it is said that crop conditions aro 
moro favorable than In any previous 
year. Heavy rains recently visited 
this part, and tho wholo of this grala 
growing section has been covered. Re- 
ports like tho following come from 
all parts: 

"Splendid heavy rain yesterday. 
Crops forging ahead. Great prospects. 
All grains moro then a week ahead 
of last year. Weather warm last 
week. Good rains last night." 

From Bouthem Alberta tho reports 
to hand Indicate sufllclcnt rain. Crops 
in excellent condition. Labor scarce. 
Throughout Saskatchewan all grains 
aro looking well, and there has beca 
aumdent rain to carry them through 
to harvesL 

From all portions of Manitoba 
thero comes an assurance of ni> 
abundant yield of all grains. Through- 
out southern Manitoba, where rain 
was needed a few weeks ago, thero 
has lately been abundant precipita- 
tion, and that portion of tho province 
will In all probability have a crop to 
equol tho best anticipations. A largo 
quantity of grain was sown on tho 
stubble In tho newer west, which Is 
never a satisfactory method qf farm- 
ing, and may reduce tho general av- 
erage. 

Taken altogether, the country Is' 
now fully two weeks in advance of 
last year, and In all grains tho acre 
ngea sown aro much larger than In 
1911. This meana that with aus-' 
piclous weather the west will have' 
tho grandest harvest In, Its history.' 
Two hundred and fifty million bushels^ 
of wheat has been mentioned as an 
estimate of the present growing crop,' 
and it looks now ns If that guess will 
bo none too largo.

Blonally short Btretchea of beautiful beach. 
The clean sand Is either gleaming white or 
palo pinltfrom the admixture of tiny particles 
of red coral. Tho roadways wind about, climb- 
ing and descending over tho rolling surface, 
and walled with coral rock, which has been 
cut away to make the grades easy. These 
roadways wind too much and those In the vil- 
lages are too narrow for automobllea. Bo- 
Bldes the auto would. not harmonize with tho 
scheme of things and la not needed; for the" 
Bormudlan world Is bo ■ small. Tho total area 
Is only about twenty aquaro miles. 
Tho drives are delightful with tholr wallB of 
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coral lined with flowering shrubs and their 
continuous panorama of lovely views. The 
oleander and hyblacua make additional walla 
of bloBBoms. Bermuda lilies and purple morn-* 
Ing glories are everywhere. Tho blossoms aro 
very large. Every little way one glimpses a 
comfortable looking homo sot back among co- 
dar trees and provided with lawn and flowers 
and thrifty garden patches. And the vivid sea 
Is always near. It seems a kindly world. In- 
habited by kindly, aelf-reflpectlng people. Tho 
islands aro really very poor In natural re- 
sources; tho soil Is Bhallow and carefully con- 
eerved, only twelve-Inch In depth on an av- 
erage. But tho people make the most of. what 
thoy have. There are no fields of grain, but 
tho good, old, faithful Bermuda onion brings 
many a dollar home, and potatoes, celery and 
lettuce are ahlppod to Now York. Llllea are 
cultivated for export, the bulbs bringing In a 
respectable revenue. But tho tourlats, they 
aro tho "crop" that Is moat Important. Big 
hotels and llttlo ones, Inns and loa-rooma, show 
places, carriages, sailing craft and shops are 
all Bubslatlng upon tho growing stream of via- 
itora that flows to them. The tourists actually 
go bunting about for souvenirs for which to 
spend money and tho supply la really meagre. 
There aro few things mado In Bermuda or 



found In Bermuda offered for sale. The shop 
keepers don't make, a pretense that their trin- 
kets nro produced In tho Islands. . This Is re- 
freshing, any way, and the surprised patron 
buys a pin with an angelflsh on It, of enamel 
(made In Sweden), or a strand of coral (from 
Italy), out of Bbeer thankfulness and goes on 
hlB way rejoicing. 

The shops are antiquated, according to 
American Ideas, but that la part of tho charm 
of tho place. The Bermudlana do not need to 
strive to be up-to-date. The Islands are like, a 
maid whom fate has seen fit to dow«r with 
superb beauty and charm but no money. King 
Cophetua (in the guise of the New Yorker) 
and everybody else atanda ready to fairly wor- 
ship her a;id bum Insenso In tho shape of 
money before her. 

Nature has provided the Islands with many 
curlouB show places In addition to natural 
beauty. There are cavea with strange and 
beautiful formations of stalactites and stalag- 
mites. There ore grottoes and pools and bays 
and tiny Islands, as round aa a wedding ring, 
and as alluring. There aro tho famous sea 
gardens where everyone goes In glass-bottomed 
boots to see the flaboa ati homo, through tho 
clear water. But they can be seen beat at tho 
Aquarium on Agar Island. 



This Btructuro woa built for a magazine by 
tho British government, and Is rented to tho 
Bermuda Biological Society for a trifling 
amount with tho underataAdlng that the gov- 
ernment may take posaesslon upon short no- 
tice, at any time. In caso of necesaity. Hero 
ono may see tho wonderfully colored flshes, aa 
vivid as Jowola, ond many curious Inhabitants 
of the sea. Some of them are hideous to look 
at. like tho octopus, and some of them seem 
grotesque replicas of land ahlmnla. 

Bermuda la garrlaoncd by a regiment of 
British Infantry. On Sunday mornlnga tho 
garrison parade followed by music of the mill- 
tary band tempts a throng of people to Pros- 
pect Barracks. The band Is exceptionally fino 
and gives a concert twice during tho week la 
Hamilton, tho capital of the Islands. 

The Dockyard Is one of the show places, bo- 
fng an Important naval atatlon. and Glbb's Hill 
Ughthouap. whoso long flight of winding steps 
It Is worth while to climb. Is another. From 
hero there Is an unforgetablo view of the whole 
of the little world of Bermuda, set In the vast. 
glorious ocean, and a chance to Bee at closo 
range tho great lamp. . ^ .,, 

But what pleoses the child of tho bustling, 
modern, changing "Statea" most of all, Is the 
quatntnesa of tho old towns. At St. George, 
tho former capital, everything It seerms re- 
mains about as It was two or three centuries 
ago. The oldest church, St. Peter's, still uses 
Us silver communion service, the gift of Will- 
iam III. Tho Governor's pew and tho Ad- 
miral's pew make ua smile at their antiquated 
attempts at pomp but tho beautiful tablets on 
tho wall load the fancy quickly back to the be- 
ginning of things for us. There is so much 
dignity and grave grace In the language of 
tribute to "Alured Popple Esq. The Good Gov- 
ernor," and on other tablets setting forth tho 
virtues that wo still delight to honor. And 
between the linos on many, or in a single 
word Is betrayed the longing for home ond 
England which In thoso days was so very far 

away. 

Think of the courage necessary to face a 
sea voyoge which might last a few monthsl 
Think of It especially after the usual experi- 
ence In sailing from Now York to these fair 
iBlea In two days on a fine modem ateamahlp. 
All those smartly dressed ladles and brlflk, 
valiant looking men who came aboard the night 
before where are they the morning atterT 
They aro wishing thoy bad a tablet erected to 
their memory— anywhere. Everybody gets sea- 
sick on tho way to Bermuda, and it Is neve? 
any better coming bock— It's worao But this 
Is a part of the play and considered so bene- 
flcial that to bo exempt entitles you to feel 
that you haven't had your money's worth. 

There are a number of things, besides the 
delightful climate and the old ducking stool, 
which we would gladly bring back to these 
United States with ua. Among them are tho 
gentlo manners and voices of tho people and 
their high average of educatlou. (everybody has 
to go to school there), and, above all. tho 
general tidiness of everything and everybody. 
There are no unsightly scrap-heaps there. Tho 
only things near them are a few old, disman- 
tled, sailing boats, moored In a quiet bay. boi> 
rowfuUy waiting to be cut up Into firewood. 
Tholr day Is done long ogo ond that of tho 
Lusltanla la hero. But BoUlng craft still trans- 
port freight in Bermudlan waterways and fer- 
rymen carry passengerB In row boats betwooa 
the vlllagoa. It la very charming, this glimpse 
of antiquated, leisurely, cheerful life, within 
easy reach of us. ,

Initiative and Referendum.

Tho re- 
call became law In this country for 
tho first time when Loa Angeles put It 
Into Us city charter in 1003. From 
what source In this country the Idea

lar movements, There does not aeom 
to be any one man's name prominently 
connected with the recall; it aroso 
out of the popular onthuBloam for "di- 
rect leglalatlon," that la. for making 
the people directly reaponalblo for Im- 
portant mcaaures Instead of leaving 
them In tho bonds of elected represenV 
tatlves. It lu now a doctrine quite 
generally accepted , among "Progrea* 
slvos" of both parties, Democratlo 
and Republican.

THE KEEPING OF POULTRY IN SUMMER 
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Part of Now Poultry PUnt at University.

Poultry noods sbndo. Last fiummer 
lany chofco birds verUhcd from lack 
If fibado. In some casoa It was tbo 
Iwner'fl fault or intHfortuno In not

indo In biB poultry runs; In others 
10 birds wandered Into unsbaded en- 
llosurcs, and being unablo to find their 
py oiit, dlod from ovor-bcatlng with- 
a few hours. Whilo In soaaons of 
|cBa Intense beat, tho lack of shade 
light not lead to such fatal rcBultB, 
levorthclosa it Is generally recognised 
imong poultrymon that shady runs 
ire essential to tho proper develop- 
lent of youn£r chicks and the sum- 
lering of breeding stock. Tho prize 
dinners in adult classes in fall shows 
iro usually birds that have been kept 
In shaded runs' tbo preceding sum- 
lor. It Is surprising what a differ- 
mco there la In tbo plumage of birds 
int have been exposed to dllTercnt 
|omounts of direct sunshine while de- 
reloplng the new coat of feathers. 
iThcro Is also a groat difference In the 
general health and vigor, eapeolally 
of male birds, depending upon how 
they have been handled during tho 
hot summer months. Shade In tho 
I summer ilmo Is one of tbo prime es- 
sontlala In successful poultry keeping. 
Another thing that poultry needs In 
order to keep healthy and develop 
properly Is plenty of free range. A 
few birds may be kept In a small en- 
closure under artinclal conditions, 
providing constant attention Is given 
to keep their quarters In a sanitary 
condition, to supply them with nil tho 
elomcnts of food needed for tholr bod- 
ies, and to Insure their taking suffi- 
cient exercise for their own welfare 
or for that of the egg basket.- Toung 
sblrds grown In confinement, especially 
If there ore too many In a slnglo flock, 
are likely to be lacking In both size 
and vigor, unless special care Is taken 
to supply their every need. On the 
other hand, if the birds are removed 
from the brooder bouse when eight 
or twelve weeks old and put In colony 
houses placed at sufllclcnt distances 
apart so that tho flock occupying each 
house has undisputed right to a con- 
siderable range of tho proper kind, 
there Is no need to worry about bal- 



VEGETABLE GARDEN 
AND ITS INSECTS 

BY J. J. DAV18, 

Assistant Entomologist for Northern 

Illinois. 

(From the R.eport of SUto Entomol- 
ogist S. A, Forbes.) 

Vegetable gardening is now ono of 
the most Important of tho various ag- 
ricultural Interests' of Illinois, Ac- 
cording to the census of 1000 there 
were 256,213 acres In vegetables in 
Illinois In 1899, and the value of tho 
products amounted to $10,346,797, this 
being tho fourth largest valuation of 
such products for all the states. Tbo 
average valuation of vegetables was 
$42.09 per acre, while that of all crops 
taken together was but $10.04. Al- 
though tho gardening Industry In Il- 
linois, and eapoclally In Coolj county 
and counties adjoining, has greatly In- 
creased since 1899, the figures for 
that year serve to Indicate tho rela- 
tively great Importance of vegetable 
growing In IlUnbls. 

Chicago Is the principal' center of 
the truck garden Industry of this 
atate, and for a distance of 12 to 18 
miles north, south and west of the 
city, agriculture Is almost wholly goi^ 
dehlng. This area Is especially, well 
adopted to such farming, a a the more 
or less sandy character of the soil 
permits oarly tillage. Tho market af- 
forded by Chicago and the supply of 
manure as well as tho labor supply, 
are other reasons why this Is an ad- 
vantageous location for truck gardens. 
. Probably tho most Important gardwi 
product of Illinois Is potatoes. The 
area la thla crop In nilnola In 1909 was 
139.464 acres, and tho estimated voluo 
of tbo product was |4,702,033. In 
Cook county alone there wore 15.336 
aorea In potatoes. Onions and cab*, 
bago aro Important crops, as are also 
asparagus, colory, boots and that-class 
of vegetables known ns general truck, 
which Includes radishes, lettuce, pa^ 
snips, carrots, rhubarb, beans, etc. 
Tho growing of sweet corn, tomatoes, 
beans and pens for canning and of 
cucumbers for pickling Is becoming a 
prominent industry, and the same Is 
true, of melon growing In many parta 
of tho state. 

The more Intensive tho culture of a 
crop, tbo more Important becomes tha 
control of Its Insect enomtes. Land Is 
especially desirable for vegetable gar- 
dens near the market centers and as 
these are Invariably large cities, sugh 
land has a high value and the great^ 



nndng tbo birds* rations or Inducing 
tliom to tnko exerclae. Tho rango 
should Include both hcrbago and 
freshly cultivated ground. Fallon 
leaves aro also an advantage, for thoy 
afford biding places for Insects and 
furnish material In which tbo birds 
can scratch even though the ground 
mo-y bo wot. 

Poultry needs green food and ani- 
mal matter. One reason that birds 
on free rango are' likely to do so 
much bettor than tboso in conflnoment 
Is that they havo access ho growing 
vegetation and to a variety of animal 
food, chiefly insects and earthworms. 
Tho recent success of raony poultry- 
men In Inducing hens to lay during 
tho winter months is attributed in 
part, at least, to tho liberal use of 
green food In tho form of sprouted 
oats, steamed alfalfa, etc. Oreen food 
Is as essential during tho summer as 
In tho winter, and when drought outs 
off tho natural supply, as was tho case 
In many places last summer, provi- 
sion should be mado to meet this do- 
mand. ^ ^ 

Since poultry needs shade, free 
range, fresh dirt, green food, and an 
abundance of Insects; and since fruit 
trees provide shade, require frequent 
tillage and ample space and need 
green cover crops and protection from 
Insects, the combination of poultry 
and fruit Is an Ideal ono. The per- 
manent poultry houses may be built 
at tho edge of tho orchard so that tho 
mature fowls may range to the In- 
terior as far as they llko. Tho colony 
bouses for tho growing chicks may 
be scattered through the orchard, far 
enough from the permanent houses so 
that tho adult fowls will not Interfere 
with the chicks. Tho tillage of the 
orchard turns up a fresh supply of 
animal food every few days; tho 
fallen leaves fumlah scratching mate- 
rial; tho herbngo that persists about 
the hose ofvtho trees In spite of as 
close tillage, as Is possible with horse 
tools, atforda aufllclent grcon food 
early In the season, while tho cover 
crop sown between the trees fur- 
nishes tho autumn supply. From the 
standpoint of the fnilt, tho poultry Is 
an advantage In ndSng to the fertility 
of tho soil and In helping control cer- 
tain injurious Insects, notably the 
curcullo.. 



est possible returns must be realized 
from It. To Insure this the control 
of Injurious Insects becomes' of great 
if not prlmo Importance.' 

Tho general farm methods for the 
control of insects are clean culture, 
use of vigorous plants, rotation of 
crops, fall plowing, early detection of 
Insects' and plantlnig at tho proper 
time. Probably the most valuable of 
all farm practices for the control of 
Insects Is .clean culture, by which Is 
meant tho clearing away of all use- 
less vegetation and tho numerous 
other general measures which leave 
for insects no- BUfflciont winter shel- 
ter or adequate protection from the 
weather, tho birds and other natural 
checks upon their numbers. In fall 
rubbish of every klnd^and especially 
standing unmarketable cabbages and 
onions, should be collected and de- 
stroyed, to deprive Insects of their 
breeding and hiding places. These 
methods are particularly helpful In 
deatroylng cabbage and onion mag- 
gots, cutworms, thrlps, plant-lice, po- 
tato beetles and striped cucumber 
beetles. In tho summer likewise, and 
especially early In spring. It is Im- 
portant to keep down tho weeds, for 
they promote a rapid multiplication 
of Irisccts and provide temporary 
breeding places for some species. It 
la a common observation that healthy 
and vigorous plants withstand the at- 
tacks of Insects much better than 
weak and neglected ones. 

Crop rotation Is one of the most 
valuable of the cultural methods for 
preventing Insect attacks. As. a. rule 
It Is bad practice In truck gardening 
to grow two successive crops of a, 
vegetable or nearly related vegetables 
successively on the same piece of 
land; and further a crop should be 
planted as far as possible from the 
location of the same vegotablo the 
year before. Especially Is rotation 
deslral)le when the* crop was badly 
damaged by insects the previous year. 
Fall plowfng Is another Important 
means of insect control. In northern 
Illinois ,where tho winters are severe 
the value of the measure Is consid- 
erable, for its main object Is to bring 
the Insects In the soil nearer to the 
surface where they may bo killed by 
tho cold. It Is often possible to avoid 
Insect attack by either early or late 
spring planting.

Boat and the Strango Menu Served 

to the Party In Picturesque 

Native Town. 

T\Ianlla, P. I.— "Wo woro Invited to 
spend Bovoral weeks in this province, 
and as it was likely to prove a novel ox- 
poriencc, we came," says Mrs. Marcla 
Dorothy Uyar, a New Orleans girl who 
spent several months in tho Philip- 
pines. 

"Wo took tho coastwlso boat, which 
below stairs was crammed "Mth na- 
tives, ponies, carabaos, vegetables, tbo 
Inevitable flghtlng cocks (a native neg- 
lects his family, but never his game- 
cock), flsh, smell and bnblcs. 

"On the, upper deck, however, be- 
neath an awning, we were comfortable 
Enough In steamer chairs. 

"That evening wo reached a native 
town, very odd with Its native straw 
huts on stilts, and its crazy streets 
with cots, strings of flsh and children. 
A-lso cocks and cockpit— and the 
Jungle behind it all. 

"There a banca, a clumsy, canoe- 
shaped native boat, decidedly" top- 
heavy and uncomfortable, met ua. It 
was paddled expertly by natives, pic- 
turesque In their scanty attire, and 
wearing at their belts knives quite 
large enough to make me shudder. Wo 
arrived at the station to see a magnlfl- 
cent sunset and cat a unique dinner. 
On the menu were of course many 
familiar dishes, but bcs|dcB there were 
fried bananos sliced crosswise, thin 
and crisp, tasting llko eggplant, a 
cousin to the cucuifibcr, roasted, a 
salad made from cocoanut buds with 
mayonnaise. I did not like It at all— 
rice like popcorn, bamboo shoots, 
chicken with curry and a jelly made 
from flowers, which tasted like cur- 
rants, also a drink of cocoanut milk, 
which is awful.
